walks to official grade; and by con¬ 
structing artificial stone sidewalks 
therein having a width of live [5] feet, 
commencing two [2] feel from the pro¬ 
perly line and extending five [5] feet 
towards the curb line, excepting where 
such sidewalks are already construct¬ 
ed, all in accordance with the profiles, 
jilans and specifications hereafter to 
be adopted by said Board, and to 
which reference is hereby made for 
further particulars and description.

COMMUTERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 

The San Mateo County Develop¬ 
ment Association is hard at work 
organizing San Mateo county and 
as soon as sufficient funds have 
been raised, or a large enough 
membership obtained to guarantee 
sufficient funds, the question of 
passenger rates will be taken up 
in a systematic manner, data pro¬ 
cured and means taken to secure a 
reduced fare down the Peninsula. 
The success of this movement rests 
entirely with the people of this 
county. Without a good strong 
moral and financial backing this 
association is helpless. 

Jt would seem that this is the 
commuters’ opportunity of not 
only helping themselves, but also 
of helping this county-wide move¬ 
ment to secure not only cheaper 
rates, but better accommodations. 

A strong effort will be made to 
get commutation rates lowered to 
three dollars as far south as San 
Mateo. Within this district there 
are perhaps one thousand commu¬ 
ters paying from four dollars and 
fifty cents at South San Francisco 
to six dollars a month at San 
Mateo. 

Should the San Mateo County 
Development Association be suc¬ 
cessful in getting this new rate 
put into effect it will mean a sav¬ 
ing to the commuters of over two 
thousand dollars per month and 
will greatly increase population 
and property values. Not only this. 
When this rate question is settled 
it will be settled right and commu¬ 
nities further down the Peninsula 
will receive a proportionate cut in 
fares. The work done so far has 
produced results far in excess of 
the expenditures made and the 
accessibility of San Mateo county 
is better known today than ever 
before. The matter of transporta¬ 
tion rates is only one of the many 
that will be taken up and given 
careful consideration. 

In the meantime let every com 
muter, every property holder, and, 
in fact, everyone interested in the 
advancement of the Peninsula, get 
behind this movement with dol¬ 
lars if possible, and if you cannot 
give a dollar lend your good will 
and influence towards helping this 
band of willing workers to boost 
your county. 


The people of the United States 
are building the Panama Canal at 
a cost of nearly four hundred mil 
lion dollars. This vast expenditure 


is made for one and one purpose 
only, and that purpose is to short¬ 
en the time and reduce tne cost of 
transportation by water lor all the 
world. Transportation on land, 
by rail, is necessarily more expen¬ 
sive than by water; and as the rail 
routes are all merged under monop¬ 
oly control and management, the 
only relief against the oppression 
of rail monopoly is in the water 
routes and their freedom from 
control by the railroad combine. 
Hence it is that all manufac¬ 
turing industries, seeking new 
lields of activity, insist that the 
new site shall, if possible, have 
both water and rail transportation. 
It was once the proud boast of 
this industrial town, that it affor-1 
ded both water and rail transpor-1 
tation, to prospective investors 
in the manufacturing industries. 

Brag may be a good dog, but I 
Holdfast is a far better one. It is [ 
foolish to bftast unless you can 
make good your big talk. This 
town had a harbor once where big 
boats could enter and anchor safe¬ 
ly. Its deep water harbor was 
made by a steam dredger, at a cost 
of big money by the big capitalists 
who founded the town. 

Unfortunately the men who 
paid for all this, fell short in that 
they did not spend more money, 
to make deep water permanent, by 
putting in retaining walls, to pre¬ 
vent the tilling and shoaling of the 
artificial channel, by winds and 
tides and time. 

As a consequence, the good work 
done at our water front twenty 
years ago has been in a large 
measure undone, and big boats can 
no longer enter and anchor at our 
wharves. 

The existence of this industrial 
town, as a center of manufacturing 
activity, depends, almost, if not 
altogether, upon the restoration 
of its deep water harbor, and a 
water route for freight transporta¬ 
tion. 

This means the expenditure of 
alargesum for dredging and restor¬ 
ing the deep water channel, and 
for construction of retaining walls, 
to make the deep water channel 
permanent. The millionaire owners 
of this magnificent tract of land, 
fronting this great bay, constitut 
ing an industrial empire, can well 
afford to restore our deep water 
harbor, on modern lines. Such 
development would assure the loca¬ 
tion of many manufacturing indus¬ 
tries on our water front; in the 
great growth of commerce, trade 
and manufactures on this coast, 
preceding and accompanying the 
opening of the Panama Canal. 

Such development would also 
tend to induce, and doubtless 
would induce, and cause the na¬ 
tional government to take up the 
work of water front improvement 
at this place, and carry on and ex 
tend the same by the expenditure 
of millions for every $100,000, ex¬ 
pended by private capital.

OF TRADE BANQUET 

The annual banquet of the Red¬ 
wood City Board of Trade was held 
at Bernasque Hotel in that city on 
Monday evening, and was attended by 
the members of the board and a large 
number of guests, 111 being seated at 
the banquet tables. H. C. Tuchsen, 
president of the board, in a pleasing 
address welcomed the guests, who in¬ 
cluded prominent men from all parts 
of the county. A. D. Walsh acted as 
toastmaster, and a string orchestra 
furnished music throughout the even¬ 
ing. 

Among the speakers was W. J Mar¬ 
tin, Vice President of the Ban Mateo 
County Development Association, 
who spoke on general development 
work, the object of the association 
and the campaign being made for the 
reduction of transportation fares down 
the Peninsula. His remarks were fol¬ 
lowed with great interest. 

R. D. Barrett, on being called upon, 
gave his views on Greater Ban Fran¬ 
cisco, and how the proposed annexa¬ 
tion of the county would prove a bene¬ 
fit. 

Geo. W. Lovie’s remarks were on 
general development. 

George A. Merrill, chairman of the 
town council, spoke at length on the 
work accomplished by the present 
council, the future outlook for the 
city and the advantage of the propos¬ 
ed electric road connecting the bay 
shore and the foothill country. 

W. J. Doubleday of Millbrae spoke 
enthusiastically of the work outlined 
by the development association. 

Dr. J. L. Ross, health officer of Red¬ 
wood City, chose for his topic “Health 
Conditions,” and told of the excellent 
conditions prevailing in city and 
county. 

Daniel R. Stafford, former president 
of the board, spoke of the work during 
the past year, and voiced his confi¬ 
dence in the future of Redwood City. 




The mandamus proceedings institu¬ 
ted by the city of Burlingame to com¬ 
pel the United Railroads to pave be¬ 
tween its tracks on San Mateo drive, 
Howard avenue and Peninsula avenue, 
came up for hearing in Judge Buck’s 
court last Saturday. John F. Davis 
represented the city and Joseph Lucey 
the railroad company. Mr. Lucey ask¬ 
ed for a continuance as he had only 
recently been assigned the case, which 
was opposed by Mr. Davis on the 
grounds that the urgency of the case 
required that immediate action be 
taken. He said the city has given the 
company sufficient opportunity to 
make good in this particular. 

Upon the court’s suggestion that the 
respective attorneys get together in 
hopes that a settlement would be 
reached without incurring perhaps 
long drawn out litigation and expense, 
which was agreeable to both attorneys, 
the company was given until Thurs¬ 
day to file its demurrer should it deem 
advisable to do so. 

The case is a very important one to 
Burlingame, as it means much toward 
the improvement of its prominent 
thoroughfare, San Mateo drive, which 
is fast developing into a beauti¬ 
fully paved street. City Attorney 
Davis contends that the company 
shall pave with the standard pave¬ 
ment, the same as now appears on 
that street, anff feels entirely confident 
of his position in this matter. Unless 
a settlement is thus reached the case 
will be pushed with all diligence to 
conclusion. 


AT SAN MATEO 


The Peninsula Hotel, Ban Mateo, 
was the scene of a boosters’ banquet 
given under the auspices of the Board 
of Trade of that city last Thursday 
night. Among the 150 guests were 
many of the leading business and pro¬ 
fessional men of all the cities and 
towns between Ban Francisco and Ban 
Jose. 

In his introductory remarks Captain 
John Barneson, the toastmaster, sum¬ 
med up the relations existing between 
San Francisco and the peninsula 
counties in declaring that their inter¬ 
ests were linked inseparably and that 
they must work together as a unit. A 
suggestion that within a short lime 
the entire northern section of the pen¬ 
insula probably would be brought 
within the boundaries of a Greater Ban 
Francisco was received with enthu¬ 
siasm. 

Reuben B. Hale of San Francisco, 
in his speech dwelt with emphasis on 
the spirit of harmony brought about 
in recent years. He said: 

“Owing to its close proximity to Ban 
Francisco. Ban Mateo should and un- 
doubtely will derive a greater benefit 
from the Panama Pacific Exposition 
than any county in the state.” 

Frank L. Brown, chairman of the 
exploitation and publicity committee 
of theexposition, urged the immediate 
beginning of local plans for a Ban Ma¬ 
teo exhibit at the exposition and ex¬ 
plained that the levying of a tax of 6 
cents on each $100, authorized by the 
last legislature, was merely a business 
investment. 

W.J. Martin of this city discussed 
the subject of transportation on the 
Peninsula in its relation to the devel¬ 
opment of the district and urged that 
every effort be exerted to obtain reduc¬ 
tions in the rates for suburban passen¬ 
ger traffic to a point that will attract 
home seekers to Ban Mateo and Banta 
Clara counties. 

George C. Ross of Redwood City 
gave an interesting outline of the 
plans that are under way for improv¬ 
ing the state highway extending south 
from Ban Francisco through Ban 
Maleo and Santa Clara counties. 

Following the set speeches of the 
evening various speakers gave im¬ 
promptu talks on the general subjects 
of transportation rates being one that 
attracted the deepest interest and at¬ 
tention.

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MADERO WILL AGAIN 
RESORTTO FORCE 

Will Compel Coahuila to Accept 
His Governor 

The weak spot in the peace agree¬ 
ment between the revolutionists and 
the Federal Government — the fact 
that the Legislatures of Mexico can 
not constitutionally be coerced to 
name as Governor any one but their 
own choice—loomed large when it was 
reported that the Legislature of the 
State of Coahuila had refused to in¬ 
stall Senor Venustiano Carranza, Ma- 
dero’s choice for provisional Governor. 

What happened in Coahuila, it is 
pointed out, may happen elsewhere, 
and, though eSnor Madero, in explain¬ 
ing the situation, indicated that the 
Federal Government, headed by Senor 
de la Barra, would co-operate with 
him in influencing the Legislatures to 
pick the chosen Maderistas, resistance 
was not altogether impossible. 

In the action of the Legislature of 
Coahuila in rejecting Senor Carranza 
and suggesting two other names, 
Senor Madero sees nothing but an 
attempt to install a friend in the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 

“The members of the Legislature,” 
he declared, "though they should be 
elected by the people, really never have 
been, and they have constituted here¬ 
tofore merely a machinery by which 
General Diaz has put his Governors in 
charge. We will change all this in 
time, but for the present we must 
place in power the provisional Gov¬ 
ernors of our party. 

“Senor Carranza is the popular 
choice of the people. Two years ago 
he was the candidate for Governor, 
and had we had free elections he 
surely would have been elected. 1 
have given orders to our troops in the 
vicinity of Saltillo, the capital of the 
State of Coahuila, to march upon the 
city, if necessary, but I am sure the 
Federal Government will co-operate 
with us in making the Legislature re¬ 
spond to the real will of the people.” 

Should the Legislature continue to 
resist the demands of Madero, the pro¬ 
cedure will be the entry of the insur- 
recto army perhaps, with the permis¬ 
sion of the federals, and the arrest of 
the members of the Legislature, Senor 
Carranza being declared provisional 
Governor. 

Senor Madero was asked when he 
would resign the position of provi¬ 
sional President tendered him by a 
convention of revolutionists at San 
Luis Potosi last November. 

“When Senor de la Barra has be¬ 
come President ad interim,” said 
Senor Madero. “Naturally, I have 
never been recognized by the Govern¬ 
ment as provisional President, but I 
have announced my intention of re¬ 
signing the post given me by the revo¬ 
lutionists as soon as peace is com¬ 
pletely restored. After I go to Mexico 
City, having spoken to all the chiefs 
on the way, I will issue a manifesto 
renouncing any claim to the pro¬ 
visional Presidency.”

Information as to what oteps had 
been taken for the criminal prosecu¬ 
tion of the officers of the Standard Oil 
Company under the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court has been demanded 
of the Attorney-General by the Senate, 
which adopted without debate a reso¬ 
lution of inquiry offered by Senator 
Pomerene.

TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


President Taft has issued a drastic 
order designed to prevent the return 
of deported convicts to the Panama 
Canal zone. Any convict who has an 
imprisonment sentence in the canal 
zone and been deported and then re¬ 
turns to the zone is to be “deemed” 
guilty of a felony and punished by im¬ 
prisonment for one year and there¬ 
after removed from the canal zone. 

Announcing that he is heartily in 
favor of the Boy Scout movement and 
that instead of there being a danger 
in it as regards militarism, it will 
prove to be a great aid to the incul¬ 
cation of peaceful ideals, Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, president of Stanford 
University, has put the stamp of his 
approval upon the movement as it is 
now being carried out. Dr. Jordan 
has been studying the movement in 
the United States as well as in Eng¬ 
land and believes that it will work a 
vast influence for good. 

The filing of articles of incorpora¬ 
tion by the San Joaquin Delta Railway 
Company, which is being backed by 
several Stockton capitalists, is the 
latest move to give Stockton more 
transportation facilities. The new 
road is to be built from Stockton in 
a southwestern direction across Rob¬ 
ert’s island, Victoria island, the Byron 
tract and into Contra Costa county. A 
branch line will be constructed from 
Robert’s island to Tracy to connect 
with the Southern Pacific. 

Mare island officials are going to 
co-operate with the Vallejo Woman’s 
Improvement Club relative to having 
the historic old receiving ship Inde¬ 
pendence retained in California. The 
St. Louis will replace the Independ¬ 
ence next month and the old vessel is 
doomed to the scrap heap. The Inde¬ 
pendence was launched in 1812, and 
first entered San Francisco bay in 
1846. It was used there as a receiving 
ship before it was taken to Mare island 
fifty-five years ago. It has been sug¬ 
gested by the yard officers who have 
a sentimental attachment for the old 
ship that the Independence would be 
a good attraction to San Francisco at 
the time of the exposition and could 
be acquired at a nominal expense. 

The $1,000,000 dam just completed 
by the United States Government in 
Mexico to confine the flood waters of 
the Colorado river to its channel has 
been rendered practically useless by 
a break in the Bee river levee above. 

Steps are to be taken by the Rich¬ 
mond Industrial Commission to have 
that city declared a port of entry, 
which could be done through the ap¬ 
pointment of a collector by the Col¬ 
lector of the Port of San Francisco. 
This would be but temporary, for a 
special act of Congress is needed be¬ 
fore the city could be declared a per- 
manent port of entry. Members.of the 
Richmond commission claim that that 
city Is the second largest shipping 
point on the Pacific Coast. 

The second annual fair of the So¬ 
noma County Gravenstein Apple Asso¬ 
ciation wfll be held at Sebastopol in 
August, and already preparations are 
being made for the exhibits. Edward 
H. Brown, the secretary of the Santa 
Rosa Chamber of Commerce, who di¬ 
rected the first fair, which was held 
last fall, has been engaged as director- 
general of the coming exposition. 
Persons have already begun applying 
for space in the mammoth tented pa¬ 
vilion, which is to be erected for the 
exhibits, and districts of the Gold 
Ridge section are organizing for mak¬ 
ing combined entries and capturing 
the sweepstake prizes to be offered. 

Four pouches of mail vJere lost for 
as many hours on the waters of San 
Francisco bay, one deckhand had a 
narrow escape from possible death and 
a number of passengers were thrown 
into a fright when the Santa Fe ferry¬ 
boat San Pedro, in attempting to dock 
at the foot of Market street, crashed 
into the" slip with sufficient impact to 
severely damage the dock and rip a 
score of stringers therefrom. The San 
Pedro was carrying about 100 passen¬ 
gers at the time and it took several 
minutes for the "boat’s officers and 
crew to still the shrill screams of the 
frightened women aboard.

Insurgents Ready to Keep Order 
in Capital 

“President Porfirio Diaz is dead. 
Long live Citizen Porfirio.” 

President Diaz, in a letter read by 
the President of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties Thursday afternoon, resigned the 
Presidency of the Republic of Mexico, 
ind at 4:54 o’clock the acceptance ol 
the resignation by the Deputies was 
announced. 

Everyone had expected an uproar j 
nnd demonstration when the an¬ 
nouncement should be made, but j 
within the chamber the words an¬ 
nouncing the event were followed by 
silence. The Deputies seemed awed 
by what had take nplace. 


In the streets, however, black with 
people, every road leading to the hall 
being blocked, news that Diaz v*as at

last no more the President was the 
signal for wild shouting and manifes¬ 
tations. There was no violence or 
destruction of property. 

Resignation Quickly Accepted. 

On the motion to accept the Presi¬ 
dent’s resignation, 167 Deputies voted 
aye, while two of them did not ex¬ 
press themselves. They were Bonito 
Juarez, a descendant of President 
Juarez, and Concepcion del Valle. As 
their names were called other legisla¬ 
tors arose and bowed their affirma¬ 
tion. 

In similar fashion the resignation of 
Vice-President Corral, now in France, 
was unanimously accepted, and simi¬ 
larly Francisco de la Barra, late Em¬ 
bassador to Washington, was chosen 
Provisional President. The latter has 
taken the oath of office at noon Friday 
in the yellow parlor of the national 
palace. 

Of scarcely less interest in the popu¬ 
lar mind was the practical assumption 
of military control of the Federal dis¬ 
trict. by Alfredo Robles Dominguez, 
Madero’s personal representative. Per-

• Senor Madero is just beginning to 
realize the strength of the revolution¬ 
ary movement which he created.

In 
introducing the President’s letter of 
resignation, Deputy Aspe delivered one 
of the most brilliant oratorical efforts 
with which the chamber has ever rung. 
His voice was repeatedly drowned by 
applause, and the floor fairly shook I 
with the demonstration which followed 
his peroration, “President Porfirio 
Diaz is dead. Long live Citizen Por- i 
firio Diaz.” 

The speaker admitted that General 
Diaz had been called to account for his 
errors by a people who had progressed 
faster than the author of their prog ' 
ress had realized, but he declared the 
good that General Diaz had done would 
live forever in history and outweigh 
his mistakes.

GOVERNMENT WAR 
ON LUMBER TRUST 

Attarney-General Alleges Wide 
Conspiracy to Hold Up Prices 

In the first Federal anti-trust pro¬ 
ceedings brought under the Sherman 
law, as interpreted in the Standard Oil 
decision, the Department of Justice 
has filed in the United States Court 
in New York a suit against constituent 
organizations of what is popularly 
known as the “lumber trust,” alleging 
the existence of a widespread con¬ 
spiracy “unreasonably” to restrain 
the lumber trade in this country. 

Ten trade organizations and more 
than 150 individuals are named as de¬ 
fendants. It alleges violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and seeks a 
permanent injunction restraining the 
defendants from continuing the con¬ 
spiracy charged. 

It is said the suit may be the first of 
a series planned by Attorney-General 
Wickersham, looking to the breaking 
up of alleged agreements between the 
retailers of commodities to maintain 
high prices; to force all ultimate con¬ 
sumers to buy from retailers and to 
blacklist wholesalers who sell to oth¬ 
ers than members of the retail organi¬ 
zations. 

The elaborate system of blacklisting 
attributed to the alleged lumber con¬ 
spirators, copies of circulars sent out 
by the organization, classifying con¬ 
sumers as "proper” and “improper” 
extracts from reports threatening 
“short shift” to dealers daring to vio¬ 
late the rules of the organization, and 
branding such officers as “poachers,” 
“scalpers,” "mavericks” and “illegiti¬ 
mates,” are fully set forth in the Gov¬ 
ernments petition. 

It is alleged that not only private 
consumers have been blacklisted, but 
that many great industrial concerns 
have been put under the ban by the 
lumber dealers. The Government, bill, 
aggregating 20,000 words, is replete 
with sensational allegations and inter¬ 
esting exhibits. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


An appeal has been taken to Con¬ 
gress from the Navy Department by 
non-Mormons, who have .protested to 
the Government against the accept¬ 
ance of the silver service for the new 
battleship Utah, one piece of which 
bears the likeness of the Mormon 
leader, Brigham Young. The House 
Naval Affairs Committee incidentally 
is struggling with the problem as to 
whether it has jurisdiction to take the 
matter out of the hands of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy. 

A new enterprise soon to be started 
near Aberdeen. Wash., by a syndicate 
composed largely of brewers will be 
the growing of large areas of rice on 
the swamp lands in the vicinity of 
Willapa harbor, Ocosta and Cohassett. 
After samples of the soil had been 
chemically tested and found suitable, 
agents of the syndicate bought the 
land without exciting comment, and 
the real reason for the puhehase has 
just been made public. Chemists at 
the Washington State College at Pull¬ 
man, who analyzed samples of the soil, 
state that it is adapted to the raising 
of good crops of rice equal to that of 
the famous rice fields of Louisiana 
and Texas. It is the intention to 
clear a large acreage of the lands this 
year, and to prepare for raising a orop 
next year.

IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The Russian Government has in¬ 
structed its Embassador at Constan¬ 
tinople to warn Turkey that the con¬ 
centration of Turkish troops along the 
Montenegrin frontier, since the Alba¬ 
nian outbreak, constitutes a serious 
menace to peace. Russia therefore 
invjtes Turkey to declare her peaceful 
sentiments toward Montenegro in or¬ 
der to maintain tranquility. 

The Rio Janeiro newspapers publish 
a story alleging the deportation from 
Brazil by the order of the Government 
of 700 men, including mutineers and 
criminals, on board the steamer Satel¬ 
lite.

NO PROBABILITY 
OF ANNEXATION 


Premier Laurier Denies Rumor 
of Scsh Affiliation 


The dinner of the Pilgrims Society 
in London, Tuesday, in honor of the 
colonial premiers, was historic because 
of the unexpected and noteworthy 
plain speaking by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the Premier of Canada. Sir Wilfrid, 
addressing an audience composed of 
many of the great men of England, 
handled the annexation question with¬ 
out gloves. 

He began by expressing amazement 
that during his three days’ stay in 
England he had heard so many people 
of standing voicing doubts concerning 
the designs of the United States re¬ 
garding Canada. He scoffed at the 
idea of annexation being seriously con¬ 
sidered on either side of the border. 
He expressed in warm terms his ad¬ 
miration for the people of the United 
States, but said that much as he loved 
the American people, he loved Great 
Britain better. 

Strong for Arbitration. 

Canada, in sharing the continent 
with the United States, he said, had a 
double interest in the treaty of arbi¬ 
tration between the United States and 
the United Kingdom, and exclaimed 
dramatically: 

“I thank God that the relations be¬ 
tween tlie two peoples never were so 
good as they are today!” 

The Premier aroused enthusiasm 
when he said that Canada and the 
United States proposed to continue to 
show the world two nations with the 
longest boundary, extending from 
ocean to ocean, living in peace and 
mutual respect, without a fortress, a 
soldier or a gun on either side of that 
boundary. 

The dinner was in contrast to the 
one held at a former imperialistic con¬ 
ference, because that was of purely 
British imperialistic tone, while Anglo- 
American relations were almost the 
sole topic on this occasion.

Illinois. 

A personal colloquy between Sena 
tor Bailey of Texas, and Martine of 
New Jersey, featured the caucus. The 
Martine resolution proposes an inquiry 
| by the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 

The verbal encounter between Bailey 
and Martine originated in Bailey’s de¬ 
mand for general support of the Mar¬ 
tine resolution. Bailey said that any 
Senator who refused to be bound by 
the caucus had no rightful place in 
the party councils. This aroused the 
j Senators who favor the La Follette 
resolution providing for an inquiry by 
a special committee on new Senators. 

Bailey contended that more than 
two-thirds of the caucus favored the 
Martine resolution, and it was thus 
the duty of all Democratic Senators 
to abide by that decision. Martine re¬ 
plied, that while willing to compare 
his party record with that of the 
Texas Senator, he was unwilling to be 
bound by a party caucus on a moral 
question. He said he understood that 
the meeting was a conference and not 
a caucus, and he had no understand¬ 
ing that any binding action was to be 
taken. 

Saying he would not bandy words 
regarding the character of his own 
Democracy as compared with that of 
another Senator, Bailey insisted that 
all Senators were duty bound to abide 
by the two-thirds decision of the cau¬ 
cus. 

Martine replied as pointedly and the 
colloquy continued until Martine with¬ 
drew from the caucus, reiterating that 
he would not be bound by it on any 
except a political question. 

The caucus supported the Martine 
resolution, with the understanding that 
any Senator should be free to offer 
amendments.

Latest Conditions and Prices of 
Seasonable Products of California 


FRUITS.—All varieties of Fruits 
meet with a fair inquiry and with in¬ 
creased receipts the general trade is 
broadening out. About 1500 boxes of 
Cherries came to hand Friday and the 
supply was more than ample at cur¬ 
rent figures. Choice white and black 
varieties sold all the way from 3 cents 
to 8 cents per lb., with the whites 
bringing about 4 cents as maximum. 
Ten-pound boxes brought from 75 
cents to 90 cents for the black, with 
some white down to 40 cents. Straw¬ 
berries are in good supply and meet 
with a good demand at 75c to $1 a 
crate. 

VEGETABLES-—The vegetable mar¬ 
ket is weak again for peas and new 
potatoes. Asparagus continues in mod¬ 
erate supply and firm. Tomatoes and 
cucumbers are easy. Egg plant and 
peppers continue scarce and are sold 
at fancy prices. Rhubarb is firmly 
held and is arriving sparingly. Sum¬ 
mer squash is very plentiful and sells 
at $1 a box straight. Potatoes and 
onions show no change.
